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As we go to press, an issue is pending on the waterfront which 


is vital to the wages and welfare df every working man and woman. 
This is the issue of “HOT CARGO,” 
There is every indication that employers, with the approach of 
September 30th, the date which will automatically determine the re- 
newal or expiration of agreements: between the shipowners and the 
waterfront unions, are seeking to force a strike on the longshoremen 
as an excuse to attack and break the strength of their union. The 
point of dispute being used toward this purpose is whether or not the 
longshoremen skall handle “HOT CARGO.” It is essential that every 
person understand this issue clearly, and what it means, not just to 
the waterfront workers, but to every union and all working conditions. 
“HOT CARGO” means freight which has been brought to the 
docks by non-union workers—scabs—strikebreakers. At the present 
time the Bargemen who work on the Sacramento river lines are on 
strike for fair wages and decent working conditions. All of the smaller 
companies have settled with the workers and agreed to meet the de- 
mands. The three largest compafies, however, are still holding out 
and are seeking to break the union by hiring scabs. These scabs are 
bringing cargo from the river ports and piling it on the docks of San 
Francisco. Here the longshoremen have been refusing to touch it or 
transport it any farther. If they did they would be aiding the em- 

ployers to break the Bargemen’s union.

Deal, through disruption and scab 
herding has several times attempt- 
ed to secure jurisdiction over the 
Bargemen but has met with no 
success. 

Some time ago, in conjunction 
with Lewis and Morris, reactio- 
nary Longshore officials, and Joe 
Johnson, one time president of 
the Bargemen’s Union, signed an 
agreement with employers with- 
out effort to consult the rank and 
file.

McLaughlin Arrested 


For Possession of 
Pamphlets 


SANTA ANA, Cal., Sept. 25.— 
For the “crime” of organizing ag- 
ricultural workers in the beet fields 
in a fight for better living condi- 
tions, Charles McLauchlan, Com- 
munist Party organizer in the Or- 
ange County sub-section, today 
faced trial on two counts of vio- 
lation of the vicious anti-labor 
Criminal Syndicalism Law. 

Arraigned before Justice of the 
Peace Kenneth Morrison last Mon- 
day, McLauchlan must appear for 
preliminary hearing here on Octo- 
ber 1st at 9 a. m. Workers who 
packed the courtroom Monday:are 
planning an even larger demon- 
stration of solidarity on October 
1st. 

McLauchlan was released Mon- 
day on $5000 property bail put up 
by property owners in Orange 
County, and was immediately tak- 
en to Los Angeles for medical ex- 
amination following beatings. He 
was severely bruised about the 
body, with a possible fractured rib. 

Arrested during the day of Tues- 
day, September 17th, McLauchlan 
was beaten and slugged by Police 
Chief Howard, who threatened to 
turn him over to the Los Angeles 
Police “Red Squad” and to vigi- 
lantes. Howard then took him to 
Huntington Beach jail. 


HELD INCOMMUNICADO 


McLauchlan was not booked un- 
til the evening of Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 18th, and his family and 
friends did not learn of his arrest 
until they read about it in the 
Santa Ana newspaper on the fol- 
lowing day. 

The two counts of criminal syn- 
dicalism are “advocating criminal 
syndicalism by the written and 
spoken word,” and “publicly dis- 
playing books, pamphlets, and oth- 
er printed matter advocating crim- 
inal syndicalism.” 

A number of books, pamphlets 
and newspapers were assertedly 
confiiscated by the arresting offic- 
er, Ralph Pantuso, when he took 
McLauchlan into custody at 917 
Logan Street, Santa Ana, in the 
Mexican workers’ district. The 
newspapers include “El Machete” 
and “Obrero y Campesino.” 

Police charged McLauchlan had 
been tried previously in Placentia 
Police Court but released of a 
charge of distributing Communist 
literature.

LEAGUE COUNCIL DECIDES 


GENEVA, Sept. 28.—-Italy was 
definitely isolated from other na- 
tions in the war crisis today by 
the League Council’s decision to 
act under Article XV of the cov- 
enant, uniting 60 signatories to 
the covenant in commgn action 
against Italian ech. 

Maxim Litvinoff declared that 
the Soviet government stands firm- 
ly behind the League in its efforts 
to preserve peace, 

Due to the grave emergency, 
the Council decided to remain in 
permanent session, 2s a crisis due 
to Italy’s withdrawal is expected 
momentarily. Galleries were pack- 
ed, and the deciding session was 
marked by the utmost gravity as 
the decision was made. It is the 
most important act of the League 
in its entire history, overshadow- 
ing the decision which drove Japan 
out of the League, because that 
decision was commonly understood 
to be a futile gesture, largely due 
to the negative role played by 
Great Britain. 


Despite the League decision, 


‘however, the exact policy to be 


followed is uncertain and reflects 
the marked failure of Great Britain 
to clearly state opposition to other 
possible aggressive acts such as_ 
war-crazed Nazi leaders might di- 
rect against the Soviet Union and 
France. Insufficient guarantees 
to France have been made thus 
far. 

Nevertheless, due to the pres- 
ence of the Soviet Union repre- 
sentative in the League (having 
joined since the Japanese rape of 
Manchuria) a consistent fight for 
peace and unity of action to pre- 
serve peace has been made and 
will further be made.

Dispute Means to You 
(Continued From Page 1) 

Refusal to handle the cargo has not come from 
the union hall of the International longshore- 
men’s Association. Gangs have been dispatched 
regularly to the jobs in accordance with the arbi- 
tration award agreement. It so happens, however, 
that no longshoreman with an ounce of decency 
would stoop to such strikebreaking employment, 
The award also provides that longshoremen may 
choose their jobs. None of them will lay hands 
on “HOT CARGO.” If they did, they would be 
betraying the interests of all organized labor in 
San Francisco. It is an issue of solidarity. With- 
out solidarity, all unions would become virtually 
meaningless and powerless; the workers in one line 
being readily used to defeat the struggles of the 
workers in another. 


Employers have scattered the “HOT CARGO” 
along numerous docks and as rapidly as long- 
shoremen refuse to touch it, ‘they are being 
blacklisted. Already more than 600 have been 
locked out in this manner. 


It is rumored that employers are importing 
strike-breakers and holding them in readiness so 
that when they have enough men locked out, they 
can put the scabs to work on the docks, defy the 
union and declare the award agreement nullified, 


If this contemptible scheme is put in practice, 
all organized labor in San Francisco and all sym- 
pathetic persons must stand ready to ‘support 
the longshoremen.

A SEAMAN VISITS SAN 
QUENTIN 


San Francisco 
‘ Sept. 23, 1935 
Editor, Western Worker: 

Last Thursday I visited Ruel 
Stanfield, one of the eight Stand- 
ard Oil framed Modesto Boys, at 
San Quentin. He is in the very 
best of spirits as are the other 
boys. Stanfield is working in the 
jute mill and his task, or rather 
allotted work, is 600 sacks per 
day. Later on, when he. gets 
wis€ to the machine, his task will 
be one thousand and twenty-five 
sacks per day. The funny part of 
it all is this, the machine he is 
working on is German made. 

He complained about being 
shorted on his time with visitors 
and when I went to see about 
this in the office, I was “politely’’ 
told that the man who gave orders 
(the warden) was at the springs. 
This seems to be a custom with 
all Union and Political prisoners 
—making their visits short as 
possible. 


Stanfield is acting as spokes- 
man for all the rest of the framed 
Modesto boys and says the rest 
are all in good spirits. and hold- 
ing their own. He would liké 
to receive letters from any of the 
boys on the outside, but he can 
only write one letter a day. These 
letters constitute out-going mail 
for the seven in Quentin — the 
other, Ciambrelli being in Folsom.
